Sales Tax Law in Ettect 
Missouri’s new sales and use 
tax law went into effect Sunday, 
Oct. 13. Regarding it we would 
like to call your attention to the 
new trade-in provision which 
will eliminate some of the dou­ 
b le tax ation on transactions in­ 
volving trade-in merchandise. 
According to the new law,' 
when any merchandise is trad- 
jed in on new or used merchan-, 
idise, and the difference b e- 
I tween the trade in allowance 
and the purchase price ex ceeds 
$500, the three per cent sales! 


tax is to b e charged only on 
the difference. 
Under this new law, however, 
if the difference b etween the 
trade-in allowance and the price 
of the merchandise b eing pur­ 
chased is less than $500 three 
per cent sales tax applies to 
the full price of the merchan­ 
dise. The law also requires that 
for this trade-in to apply, Mis­ 
souri sales or use tax must have 
b een paid on the merchandise 
traded in. 
New State Auto Finance Law 
Also on Oct. 13 a new auto 
finance law providing more pro­ 
tection for motorists b uying on 
time against “padded or pack­ 
ed’’ time sales charges went in­ 
to effect in Missouri. The new 
measure, passed in the state 
legislature provides for specific 
max imum finance charges on 
motor vehicles of varying ages. 
The time price differential in­ 
cluded in the retail and install­ 
ment transaction must not ex ­ 
ceed a certain schedule. As I 
read this schedule, it is essen­ 
tially that interest charged on 
the b alance of payments on new 
cars cannot b e more than seven 
per cent, on cars not more than 
two years old, 10 per cent, and 
on cars over two years, not to 
ex ceed 13 per cent. 
The new law requires the fi­ 
nance contract b e filled in com­ 
pletely prior to the signing b y 
the purchaser, so that he knows 
ex actly 
how 
much 
finance 
charges he is paying, and the 
purchaser must receive an ex ­ 
act copy of the completed con­ 
tract. The finance law also pro­ 
vides for a specific refund on 
time payment contracts paid up 
prior to the due date. 
Watch for Chick Weed, Henb it 
As soon as any rain falls on 
your lawns, you can ex pect a 
lush growth of chick weed and 
henb it. Octob er and Novemb er 
are months in which b oth these 
weeds can b e treated with little 
danger of damage to nearb y 
shrub s. 
One shrub to watch is dog­ 
wood, which is apparently very 
susceptib le to 2,4-D or related 
products.

material for the control of chick 
weed and henb it is 2,4,5-T con­ 
taining silvex . 
One of the safest ways to use 
this material around shrub b ery 
is to put it in a sprinkling can 
rather than a sprayer. That way 
the solution flows out in large 
glob ules rather than a 
fine 
spray and there is little dan­ 
ger of drift to nearb y shrub s.

This advantage of sows overj 
gilts was revealed b y University' 
of Missouri researchers during | 
Swine Day activities at Colum-i 
b ia recently. Records of 1963. 
spring farrowings agreed with' 
previous research. 
Feed efficiency was measur-; 
ed from b reeding to weaning; 
comparisons were on a per- 
pound - of - pig - weaned b asis. 
Sows required 5.2 pounds of 
feed as compared to 6.6 pounds 
of feed per pound of pig weaned 
for gilts. 
Sows weaned 8.2 pigs per lit­ 
ter. Their litters averaged 338 
pounds. Figures for gilts were 
an average of 6.9 pigs per lit­ 
ter and a per litter weight of 
225 pounds. 
All animals received the same 
treatment and were fed the 
same ration. During gestation 
they were maintained in dirt 
lots. Farrowing was in a central 
farrowing house. Sows and gilts 
and their litters were moved to 
pasture when pigs were ab out 
two weeks old 
Advantages listed b y research­ 
ers for sows were' farrowed and 
weaned more pigs per litter, 
pigs weighed more at b irth and 
weaning, total litter weight was 
greater, feed required per pound 
of pig was less.

WASHINGTON - Lettin g d o wn their hair 
behin d clo sed d o o rs, members o f the p o wer­ 
fu l Fo reign Relatio n s Co mmittee agreed the 
o ther d ay that the p u blic is fed u p with 
fo reign aid an d that American gen ero sity 
so o n will be wru n g d ry . 
Bristle bro wed Sen ato r Way n e Mo rse, D- 
Ore., also called u p o n chairman William 
Fu lbright, D-Ark., to co n fro n t the Presid en t 
with a co n fid en tial su mmary o f the waste, 
in efficien cy , an d malad min istra t i o n that 
hav e been fo u n d in the Fo reign Aid p ro ­ 
gram. 
So me o f the sharp est criticism, sign ifi­ 
can tly , came fro m p ast su p p o rters o f Fo r­ 
eign Aid They were d istu rbed o v er the o u t­ 
p o u rin g o f American largess to regimes that 
hav e beco me u n d emo cratic an d u n co o p era­ 
tiv e. 
The Sen ato rs started o u t ro u tin ely to p ro ­ 
cess the Fo reign Aid bill, which is alway s 
d o n e behin d clo sed d o o rs. 
“ I su ggest,” said Fu lbright, “That we 
start where we left o ff.” 
“I hav e an o ther su ggestio n ,” M o r s e 
bro ke in . “Yo u kn o w, Mr. Chairman , ho w 
fo n d I am o f y o u an d ho w hard I try to 
co o p erate with y o u in carry in g o u t the o bli­ 
gatio n s y o u hav e as Chairman o f this co m­ 
mittee. 
“Bu t I am greatly co n cern ed , becau se I 
thin k y o u are abo u t to walk in to a mas­ 
sacre. Yo u may get the Fo reign Aid bill 
thro u gh this co mmittee, bu t I thin k o n the 
flo o r o f the Sen ate y o u are go in g to be 
ro u ted . 
“ I thin k the Presid en t o u ght to be to ld 
what the situ atio n is. I su ggest that y o u 
go d o wn to the White Ho u se o n an in fo rmal 
basis an d tell the Presid en t the Fo reign 
Aid bill is in tro u ble.” 
“ Be sp ecific,” said Fu lbright. “What will 
1 tell him?” 
“ I am so rry to hear y o u ask that q u es­ 
tio n ,” rep lied Mo rse, a hu rt to n e in his 
v o ice. “ Yo u hav e n o t been listen in g to all 
my sp eeches o n the Sen ate flo o r. I will be 
glad to su p p ly y o u with co p ies.” 
He remin d ed Fu lbright n o t o n ly o f Sen ate 
sp eeches bu t co n fid en tial rep o rts fro m the 
co mp tro ller gen eral, d etailin g the waste an d 
wro n gs in the Fo reign Aid p ro gram. 


Waste o f Fo reign Aid 
“The Co mp tro ller Gen eral has been filin g 
memo s with this co mmittee o n a co n fid en ­ 
tial basis fo r the p ast two y ears,” said 
Mo rse. “ I su ggest that all these memo s, 
chargin g waste an d malad min ist r a t i o n , 
sho u ld be bro u ght to gether.” 
“That wmu ld be a go o d id ea,” agreed 
Sen ato r Stu Sy min gto n , D-Mo . 
“ I wish I co u ld be su re that the Presi­ 
d en t kn o ws abo u t them,” said Mo rse. He 
su ggested that Fu lbright p resen t the co m­ 
p ilatio n to Presid en t Ken n ed y . 
“ I believ e at the grass ro o ts acro ss the 
n atio n ,” ad d ed the Sen ato r fro m Orego n , 
“There is a rev o lt o n again st Fo reign Aid .” 
Fu lbright agreed that the Fo reign Aid p ro ­ 
gram has n o t imp ro v ed u n d er the Demo ­ 
crats as he had ho p ed . Bu t he su ggested 
wearily that n o thin g mu ch co u ld be d o n e 
abo u t it, sin ce the p ro gram co u ld n ’t be ad ­ 
min istered by Co n gress. 
“ I d isagree,” blu rted o u t Sen ato r Fran k 
Chu rch, D-Id a. “ We are as mu ch resp o n ­ 
sible as the Ex ecu tiv e bran ch.” 
He p o in ted o u t that the Hicken lo o p er 
Amen d men t, barrin g aid to co u n tries that 
seize American p ro p erty witho u t co mp en sa­ 
tio n , was o p p o sed at first by the State De­ 
p artmen t as legislativ e in terferen ce. Bu t 
Secretary o f State Dean Ru sk had co me 
back this y ear, Chu rch remin d ed the co m­ 
mittee, to ad mit he had been wro n g. 
Chu rch su ggested that o ther amen d men ts 
co u ld be written in to the law to stren ghten 
it. Fo r ex amp le, he p ro p o sed an amen d ­ 
men t au to matically termin atin g American 
aid to an y co u n try gu ilty o f aggressio n . 
“This wo u ld serv e ad v an ce n o tice o n lead ­ 
ers like Presid en t Su karn o o f In d o n esia, who 
is makin g military threats again st the n ew 
Malay sian fed eratio n .” said the Sen ato r 
fro m Id aho . “ It might serv e as a d eter­ 
ren t.” 
He also u rged that military aid to Latin 
America sho u ld be d rastically red u ced . The 
p ro blem in Latin America, he said , is “ n o t 
that the military is to o weak, bu t that the 
military is to o stro n g.” 
He in sisted that the Un ited States hard ly 
n eed ed to bo lster Latin American armies. 
“All we acco mp lish,” Chu rch warn ed , 
“ Is to id en tify the Un ited States with the 
hated military lead ers an d p ro v id e the co m­ 
mu n ists with ammu n itio n fo r their an ti- 
American p ro p agan d a.” *

resign ed . It has rev iv ed a su g­ 
gestio n that it might be a go o d 
id ea fo r sen ato rs to ad o p t a co n ­ 
flict-o f-in terest co d e fo r them­ 
selv es. 
In the case at han d , Ro bert G. 
Baker stan d s accu sed o f u sin g 
his Sen ate co n n ectio n s, while he 
was secretary o f the Sen ate’s 
Demo cratic majo rity , to help 
lan d bu sin ess fo r a p riv ate firm. 
The Sen ate Ru les Co mmittee 
this week begin s an in q u iry in to 
whether Baker d id p ermit him­ 
self an imp ro p er co n flict o f in ­ 
terest. 
It wo u ld be wro n g, o f co u rse, 
fo r an y bo d y in p o sitio n o f p u blic 
tru st to trad e o n that p o st to 
make mo n ey fo r himself. 
That’s the basic p rin cip le be­ 
hin d the Sen ate's trad itio n al in ­ 
sisten ce that men n amed to 
high p u blic o ffice, su ch as cabi­ 
n et members, d iv est themselv es 
o f p riv ate in terests when they 
co me in to the go v ern men t. 
Sho u ld the same p rin cip le be 
ap p lied rigid ly to members o f 
Co n gress 
when 
they 
v o te? 
Sho u ld a sen ato r who o wn s a 
farm, fo r ex amp le, feel free to 
v o te in creased p rice su p p o rts fo r 
cro p s he raises? Or, if he’s a 
railro ad sto ckho ld er, sho u ld he 
stan d asid e o n a bill d esign ed to 
help the railro ad s? 
Occasio n ally , a member will 
stan d asid e. Fo r ex amp le, o n 
Feb. 27, 1958, Sen s. Harry F. 
By rd , D-Va., an d J. W. Fu l­ 
bright, D-Ark., bo th asked to be 
ex cu sed fro m v o tin g o n a p o stal 
rate bill. 
The 
bill 
d ealt 
with 
mail 
charges p aid by n ewsp ap ers an d 
they ex p lain ed , they bo th had in ­ 
terests in n ewsp ap er p u blishin g 
co mp an ies. 
On the o ther han d , the late 
Sen . Ro bert S. Kerr, D-Okla., an 
o il man , was u n d istu rbed by 
charges that his v o tes in fav o r 
o f the o il in d u stry amo u n ted to 
a co n flict o f in terest. 
Kerr argu ed that he was v o t­ 
in g the way his co n stitu ten ts 
wan ted him to v o te. “The o n ly 
co n flict o f in terest that has an y 


sign ifican ce fo r me,” he said , 
“ wo u ld be if my in terest co n ­ 
flicted with the in terests o f the 
p eo p le I rep resen t.” 
In the cu rren t situ atio n , Sen . 
Jaco b K. Jav its, R-N.Y., ex ­ 
p ressed ho p e that the Ru les 
Co mmittee wo u ld go bey o n d the 
Baker case an d “ reco mmen d a 
p erman en t co d e o f ethics fo r the 
Co n gress.” 
Jav its to ld his co lleagu es that 
sen ato rs hav e a resp o n sibility 
fo r their o wn co n d u ct. 
“This, I believ e, is the main 
thin g the co u n try wan ts to hear 
fro m u s: What are we go in g to 
d o , ho t o n ly abo u t tho se who 
wo rk here, bu t also abo u t o u r­ 
selv es0” he ad d ed . 
It wo u ld be in terestin g if Bak­ 
er co u ld co me back to the Cap ­ 
ito l lo n g en o u gh to check o n the 


p ro sp ects o f the Sen ate ad o p tin g 
the co d e that Jav its asked . 
That was Baker’s main jo b - 
keep in g in su ch clo se to u ch with 
the sen ato rs that he co u ld tell 
ho w they in ten d ed to v o te, o r 
might be p ersu ad ed . 
An y o n e lo o kin g fo r a p rece­ 
d en t in co n flict o f in terest can 
fin d a famo u s o n e in the case 
o f Dan iel Webster o f Massachu ­ 
setts, 19 th Cen tu ry o rato r an d 
statesman . 
Sen . Webster o n ce wro te Nich­ 
o las Bid d le, p resid en t o f the co n ­ 
tro v ersial Ban k o f The Un ited 
States, “ I believ e that my re­ 
tain er has n o t been ren ewed o r 
refreshed as u su al.

wished that my relatio n to the 
ban k sho u ld be co n tin u ed , it 
may be well to sen d me the 
u su al retain ers.”

Held At Federa ted Church 


The Mary Hurlbut luncheon, 
given annually by the Federated 
Church honoring Miss Hurlbut 
who was commissioned in Seda- 
lia from that church as a mis­ 
sionary and served 30 years in 
Portuguese West Africa, was ex­ 
ceptionally well attended Thurs­ 
day. Now retired from the mis­ 
sionary field there, Miss Hurl­ 
but has come back to her home 
town and was present at the 
luncheon to tell of what she has 
been hearing from her friends 
in missionary work there. 
Each denomination has a sep­ 
arate place there in West Arfica 
where she was, but they work 
as a unit. She was at Dondi, in 
Angola. The Portuguese, she 
said, are not interested in giving 
Africa its freedom, and she told 
of the products which come from 
there, among them, coffee, dia­ 
monds, fish, cotton. You may 
own land, she said, but not the 
minerals under it, and the cot­ 
ton goes to the textile mills. If 
you want to go out of your ter­ 
ritory, as we might want to go 
out of our county, you must get 
a permit, she said. A friend of 
hers had wanted to go some­ 
where for a few days, asked for 
the permit 23 days earlier and 
the day before she still had not 
received it. 
After World War II, she con­ 
tinued, if you had a permit to 
leave the country you must re­ 
turn within a year or you could 
not re-enter. Now it is only three 
months. 
She said that she had a good 
report on the schools. It is hard 
to get through school there, and 
with only two high schools with­ 
in a radius of 100 miles only 
a few can get in, but she was 
pleased to know that scholar­ 
ships given for the first and sec­ 
ond highest in the high school, 


which is mostly white people, 
went to two African boys. They 
are, of course, doing this in a 
language foreign to them. 
The greatest news, however, 
she had had was that the Bible 
has now been printed complete­ 
ly in the language of the peo­ 
ple where she taught. It has 
been Portugese, but now it is in 
their native language and they 
are thrilled that they can buy 
these Bibles which take nine 
days of their wages to pay for 
Miss Hurlbut was introduced 
by Mrs. K. U. Love, missionary 
chairman. 
Mrs. William Green presided 
and invocation was given by 
Rev. Armin Klemme.

WASHINGTON (A P) — A de­ 
cision may come from the Bu­ 
reau of Public Roads before the 
end of the year on a joint rec­ 
ommendation by four states for 
the routing of a new interstate 
highway. 
The proposal — endorsed by 
governors of Illinois, Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Missouri — was 
submitted to the bureau last 
month after it had been person­ 
ally discussed by the state exec­ 
utives with President Kennedy. 
It involves the routing of In­ 
terstate 24 between Nashville, 
Tenn., and St. Louis. 
The proposed location—which 
has been the subject of a long 
study by the four states involved 
—would extend from Nashville 
in a northwesterly direction to 
Paducah, Ky. It would enter 
Illinois near Metropolis and con­ 
nect with Interstate 57 at a point 
south of Marion known as Pul­ 
ley’s Mill. 
It also would envison an addi­ 
tional interstate route to connect 
Interstate 
40 
near 
Jackson, 
Tenn., with Interstate 55 near 
Hayti, Mo. Under the proposal, 
this 60-mile segment would cross 
the 
Mississippi 
River 
near 
Caruthersville, Mo. 
Asked about the status of the 
joint recommendation, a bureau 
spokesman said no action has 
been taken. 
He said the report, which calls 
for two new bridges over the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers, is 
under study in the bureau’s field 
offices and by the technical staff 
here. 
The spokesman explained that 
Route 24 has been officially des­ 
ignated as part of the interstate 
system and mileage allowed for 
it but the new segment proposed 
between highways 40 and 55 has 
not been so designated. 
He said that reports on the 
joint proposal will be received 
from the bureau’s regional of­ 
fices in Kansas City, Atlanta 
and Chicago. Asked about the 
time involved, he said the re­ 
ports could arrive “ sometime 
next month.” 
“ We will move on it as fast as 
we can,” the spokesman added. 
“ I would hope there would be 
something on it before the end 
of the year.”
